Appropriations Will Be 


Asked From Congress, 


MANY CONSIDERATIONS URGED 


IN ITS FAVOR. 


Washington, Sept. 7—Special—While little has been 


said in official circles on the subject there is no doubt but 
congress will be asked for a more than ordinarily liberal ap 
propriation for the naval establishment. 
The late wax has 


demonstrated in a striking manner the value of good ships of 
war commanded by competent seamen and strategists. 
It is 


regarded as more than probable that any wars in which this 
country maybe engaged in the future will be fought chiefly 
i-t sea. . The battleships Wisconsin and Illinois, shortly to be 
launched, will be duplicates of the Ortgon, which has prov- 
ed her svperior sailing and fighting qualities. 
A half dozen 


other ships of the same class are needed to place the navy 
upon a strong footing, and these will doubtless be authorized 
by congress at its coming session. 
That these may be prop- 


erly officered in the future as well as upon the start it is in 
contemplation to increase the capacity of the naval academy 
at Annapolis, and to thoroughly organize the naval reserve 
corps. 
It is not belitved that there will be any serious op- 


position to these plans in congress, although they involve a 
considerable increase in the, appropriations for the navy. 
That our new possessions in the eastern waters and in the 
West Indies will necessitate the maintenance of a 
navy is admitted on all sides.

teen men were crushed to death and 
seventeen others injured by the col- 
lapse Tuesday of the new south chan- 
nel bridge of the -Ottawa and New York 
Railroad Company. 


The bridge consisted of three spans, 


each 370 feet and thirt3'-seven 
feet 


above the waters of the St. Lawrence, 
•which at this spot is extremely rapid. 
The three spans are supported on stone 
piers, one on the American mainland, 
two in the river, and one on Cornwall 
island. 


The two spans closest to Cornwall 


island were finished and the whole 
force o£ the Phoenix Bridge Company, 
which has the contract for the steel 
•work on the bridge, was employed on 
the span next to the mainland, remov- 
ing the traveler, the span having been 
completed Saturday afternoon.

-whatever of finding any until the tre- 
mendous mass of wreckage has been 
removed. 


John W. Simmons, manager "of the 


Phoenix Bridge Company, quickly had 
his entire force on the scene, and after 
the first and most necessary duty of 
rescuing the wounded had been per- 
formed, the work of removing 
the 


debris was immediately started 
and 


good progress' made. 


The moment the crash came every 


one within reach rushed to the scene 
and soon the river fairly 
swarmed 


with boats and tugs on their errand of 
mercy. 
Many a horribly 
mutilated 


man was quickly rescued. As soon as 
it was reasonably certain that every 
living creature on the wreck had been 
taken off, the tug Beaver started for
